"  THE  SECOND  MILE  " 

"  "V^E  have  heard  it  hath  been  said,  An  eye  for  an  eye,  and  a  tooth  for  a  tooth: 
But  I  say  unto  you,  That  ye  resist  not  evil:  but  whosoever  shall  smite  thee 
on  thy  right  cheek,  turn  to  him  the  other  also.  And  if  any  man  will  sue  thee  at 
the  law,  and  take  away  thy  court,  let  him  have  thy  cloak  also.  And  whosoever 
shall  compel  thee  to  go  a  mile,  go  with  him  twain."  (Matt.  5:  38-41.) 

There  are  those  today  who  would  look  disparagingly  upon  Moses  and  the 
children  of  Israel,  because  the  highest  level  of  their  crude  justice  was  simply,  "an 
eye  for  an  eye,  and  a  tooth  for  a  tooth."  Many,  who  fail  completely  in  their 
efforts  to  live  Christ's  higher  law,  the  law  of  love,  feel  that  too  much  is  asked, 
and  that  Moses  and  his  followers  had  little  required  of  them. 

Surely  the  contrast  between  the  moral  code  of  the  apostate  Israelitish  world 
prior  to  the  time  of  Moses,  and  the  "eye  for  an  eye,  and  tooth  for  a  tooth'' 
doctrines  that  he  promulgated  was  just  as  great  as  tue  contrast  between  the  Law 
of  Moses  and  the  Golden  Rule  of  Christianity  today.  The  old  "survival  of  the 
fittest"  philosopphy  had  to  be  broken  down.  Men  would  say,  "Because  you  killed 
my  lamb,  I  will  kill  two  of  yours,"  or  again,  "You  have  stolen  my  cow,  therefore 
I  will  take  your  life."  Moses  taught  against  such  things  and  told  them  that  they 
should  not  retaliate  in  that  manner,  and  he  taught  them  of  the  law  of  retribu- 
tion, which  was  as  difficult  for  them  as  going  the  "second  mile"  is  for  us  today. 

When  men  in  any  age  have  received  commandments  from  the  Lord  they  have 
also  received  the  necessary  instruction  and  leadership  necessary  to  accomplish 
the  task.  Nephi's  testimony  to  his  father  Lehi  should  inspire  us,  for  he  said,  "I 
will  go  and  do  the  things  which  the  Lord  hath  commanded,  for  I  know  that 
the  Lord  giveth  no  commandments  upon  the  children  of  men,  save  he  shall 
prepare  a  way  for  them  that  they  may  accomplish  the  thing  which  he  commanded 
them."  (1  Ne.  3:7.) 

We  have  been  taught  to  exercise  our  free  agency  "and  to  prize  it  dearly. 
Jesus  Christ  provided  a  way  whereby  we  may  preserve  this  individual  right  to 
choose  when  He  delivered  his  Sermon  on  the  Mount.  He  pleaded  with  the 
multitudes  to  drive  out  the  compulsion  of  going  one  mile  by  freely  traversing  the 
second.    Latter-day  scripture  teaches: 

"Verily  I  say,  men  should  be  anxiously  engaged  in  a  good  cause,  and  do  many 
things  of  their  own  free  will,  and  bring  to  pass  much  righteousness;  For  the 
power  is  in  them,  wherein  they  are  agents  unto  themselves.  And  inasmuch  as 
men  do. good  they  shall  in  nowise  lose  their  reward."  (D  &  C.  58:  27-28.) 

It  is  strange  how  a  little  extra  work  or  a  kindly  word  that  is  not  really 
required,  will  bring  contentment  to  one's  soul,  and  happiness  to  the  lives  of  others. 

The  law  of  the  land  requires  many  things  of  married  couples,  but  true  love 
cannot  flourish  unless  life  is  lived  in  the  realms  found  beyond  the  first  mile  of 
marital  status.  A  mother's  love  reaches  its  heighth  in  the  region  far  beyond  the 
first  mile  of  necessity.  The  love  of  a  husband  cannot  blossom  unless  he  catches 
the  vision  of  what  might  be  in  the  land  beyond  the  cold  requirments  of  the  civil 
law. 

So  it  is  with  the  giving  of  our  time  and  money.  In  paying  our  tithing  and 
fast  offerings  we  are.  going  the  "first  mile"  and  in  our  voluntary  contributions  to 
support  building  funds,  missionary  funds,  etc.,  we  are  travelling  the  path  of  the 
"second  mile."

PRESIDENT  AND  MRS. 
MCKAY  TO  TOUR  MISSIONS 
THROUGHOUT        EUROPE.    — 

Members  of  the  Church  residing 
in  the  British  Isles  and  upon  the 
European  Continent  are  to  have 
the  rare  privilege  of  a  visit  from 
the  President  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 
President  McKay  will  fly  from 
New  York  on  June  1. 

President  McKay's  European 
visit  is  expected  to  last  about  six 
weeks.  It  is  expected  he  will 
visit  in  Scotland,  the  birthplace 
of  his  ancestors  where  he  will 
dedicate  two  chapels,  one  at 
Glasgow  and  the  other  at  Edin- 
burgh. Other  chapels  will  be 
dedicated  on  the  continent. 

An  extensive  tour  of  Europe  is 
planned  for  the  President  and  his 
party  under  the  direction  of 
Elder  Stayner  Richards,  Assis- 
tant to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve 
and  president  of  the  British  Mis- 
sion. President  and  Mrs. 
Richards  will  greet  the  official 
party  on  their  arrival  and  will 
accompany  them  on  their  Euro- 
pean tour. 

At  present,  plans  include  the 
holding  of  special  meetings  with 
missionaries  and  members  of  the 
Church  in  Scotland  and  else- 
where in  the  British  Isles,  includ- 
ing London;  in  Amsterdam,  Hol- 
land; in  Copenhagen,  Denmark, 
for  members  of  the  Scandinavian 
Missions;  in  Helsinki,  Finland; 
in  Hamburg,  Berlin  and  Frank- 
furt, Germany;  in  Basil,  Switzer- 
land and  in  Paris,  France. 

LDS  SCOUTING  ACTIVITY 
PUT  ON  DISPLAY  AT  NEW 
YORK  CONVENTION.— "No  pur- 
pose is  more  timely  or  worth- 
while than  that  which  will 
strengthen  the  young  men  of 
America  in  spiritual  attainment." 
President  David  O.  McKay  said 
in  a  message  sent  to  several 
hundred  leading  Scouters  from 
all  sections  of  the  United  States 
gathered  in  New  York  City  for 
the  forty-second  annual  meeting 
of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America 
Friday  and  Saturday. 

Prominent  at  the  convention 
were  two  displnys  shewing  activi- 
ties of  the  Church  in  Scouting. 
A  new  feature  of  the  annual 
meeting  this  vear  was  a  "Mor- 
mon" Relationships  breakfast 
which  was  held  in  the  Waldorf- 
Astoria  Hotel. 


CHORUS  OF  1700  AT  MIA 
SONGFEST.  —  A  seventeen- 
hundred-voice  festival  chorus,  a 
new  MIA  song,  a  600-voice  youth 
chorus,  and  a  new  music  manual 
— all  these  and  more  were  the 
attractions  which  were  planned 
for  ward  and  stake  music  direc- 
tors at  MIA  June  Conference  by 
the  MIA  General  Bard  music 
committee. 

The  festival  chorus  was  pre- 
sented in  the  Tabernacle,  Satur- 
day, June  14,  at  8  p.m.  Partici- 
pants came  from  90  stakes  with 
singers  from  as  far  away  as 
South  Carolina  on  the  East  and 
Texas  on  the  South. 

Two  of  the  selections  per- 
formed by  the  chorus  were  writ- 
ten by  Church  composers,  Le  Roy 
J.  Robertson  and  Crawford  Gates. 
An  interesting  innovation  at  the 
festival  concert  was  an  anti- 
phonal  choir  accompanied  by  the 
new  antiphonal  Tabernacle 
organ.

Sunday  afternoon  a  special 
youth  chorus  of  600  young  voices 
participated  in  the  final  session 
of  June  Conference.  All  of  these

JUNIOR  TELEVISION  SHOW 
RUNS     FOR     FOUR     YEARS.— 

When  "Junior  Council,"  the 
Primary  Association  television 
show  was  telecast  last  Saturday 
noon,  the  popular  show  celebrated 
its  fourth  anniversary  as  the 
first  Salt  Lake  City  children's 
show  to  be  presented  locally.

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1  ROPAGANDISM,  is  defined  by  the  dic- 
tionary as  the  means  or  practice  of  spread- 
ing opinions  or  doctrines,  views,  etc.  This 
terms  was  a  common  one  during  the  recent 
World  War,  and  came  to  be  looked  upon 
by  most  of  us  as  generally  denoting  the 
spreading  of  false  information.  However, 
we  may  see  from  the  dictionary  definition 
that  it  can  and  does  also  mean  the  distribu- 
tion of  information  that  is  true. 

Whether  information  we  have  is  true  or 
false,  regardless  of  who  or  what  it  is  about, 
we  should  be  very  careful  of  the  manner 
in  which  we  pass  it  on.  Much  good  can  be 
accomplished  with  information  that  is  true 
if  properly  used.  But  there  are  times  when 
even  the  truth  can  be  harmful.  Far  more 
often  are  the  times  when  the  information 
we  have  is  either  partly  or  wholly  false.  It 
is  then  that  passing  on  this  information 
can  be  very  harmful,  and  very  hurtful. 

Several  young  boys  were  eating  lunch  in 
the  school  cafeteria  one  day.  The  conversa- 
tion of  the  group  turned  to  one  of  the 
teachers. 

"I  wonder  how  old  that  dress  is  she 
always  wears?"  one  of  the  boys  asked. 

"I  guess  she's  too  poor  to  eat  in  the  cafe- 
teria,'' said  another. 

"I  heard  that  she  never  even  goes  to  a 
show,"  a  third  boy  volunteered. 

"I  like  her,"  said  one  of  the  boys,  in  a 
rather  defiant  way.  "She  is  one  of  the  best 
teachers  I  ever  had.  I  heard  she  was  send- 
ing money  to  her  younger  brother  who  is 
going  to  be  a  doctor." 

Perhaps  the  information  each  of  the  boys 
had  to  offer-  to  the  conversation  was  true. 
But  it  was  the  last  boy  who  used  his  in- 


formation in  the  best  manner,  to  the  bene- 
fit and  not  to  the  detriment  of  his  friend 
and  teacher. 

Elsa  had  been  crying  until  she  had  almost 
cried  herself  to  sleep.  When  her  mother 
asked  her  what  the  matter  was,  she 
wouldn't  answer.  Finally  she  said, 
"Mother,  do  you  think  our  family  is  ignor- 
ant?" 

"Why  no,"  her  mother  replied.  "What  on 
earth  makes  you  ask  that?" 

"Well,"  sobbed  the  little  girl,  "I  over- 
heard some  girls  at  school  today.  They 
were  talking  near  my  locker.  One  of  them 
said  my  brother  was  the  poorest  student 
in  the  class,  and  that  the  whole  family  was 
just  as  ignorant." 

In  these  two  little  illustrations  which  are 
simple  yet  very  true  to  life,  we  can  see  the 
use  and  effect  of  information  both  true  and 
false.  And  from  each  of  our  daily  lives 
might  be  taken  instances  such  as  those 
cited  above. 

Edgar  A.  Guest  made  this  statement: 

"I  have  reached  -the  point  where  I  am 
suspicious  of  even  my  friends'  sources  of 
information.  I  have  made  it  a  rule  never 
to  believe  stories  concerning  other  people 
until  I  have  been  able  to  confirm  the  facts 
for  myself.  I  have  found  that  the  noon-day 
gossip  at  the  club  is  usually  wrong.  The 
easy  conversationalists  will  divorce  hap- 
pily married  couples;  make  drunkards  out 
of  teetotalers;  change  a  little  family  house 
party  into  a  wild  orgy;  scatter  reputations 
right  and  left,  belittle  achievements,  and 
magnify  the  commonplace." 

As  we  looked  upon  this  practice  during 
the  war  we  might  call  it  Propaganda.  Or 
perhaps  there  is  a  better  name. 
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A  RIDICULE 


No  prowler  in  the  night  am  I, 

Nor  do  I  work  disguised, 
I  am  unfair,  unjust,  unclean, 

Yet  I  am  not  despised. 
When  man  was  born.  I  sprang  full 
grown, 

With  strength  akin  to  Mars. 
And  now  the  hearts  that  bow  to  me 

Are  myriad  as  the  stars. 
I  claim  the  strongest  of  the  land, 

I  hold  the  hand  of  youth, 
I  shudder  only  when  I  meet 

The  nakedness  of  truth. 
Nor  am  I  just  the  food  for  fools, 

For  wise  men  pass  me  not, 
By  rich  and  poor,  by  good  and  bad, 

With  pleasure  I  am  sought. 
I  drag  into  the  dirt  good  names, 

I  scorn  man's  bitter  tears. 
I  bring  no  good,  I  lie,  I  kill, 

Yet  no  one  interferes. 
I  need  no  fire  nor  sword  to  slay, 

For  human  tongues  have  I. 
When    every    heart   has    ceased    to 
beat, 

Then  only  will  I  die. 
I  follow  all  the  walks  of  life, 

I  stalk  the  halls  of  fame, 
I  am  a  menace  to  the  world 

And   GOSSIP  is  my  name. 

Surely  it  was  knowledge  of  the  extent  of 
damage  that  can  be  caused  by  the  idle 
tongue  that  led  the  Psalmist  to  exclaim: 

"Set  a  guard,  O  Lord,  to  my  mouth;  Keep 
watch  at  the  door  of  my  lips."  (Psalm 
141:  3.) 

And  let  us  read  the  words  of  James. 

"...  If  any  man  offend  not  in  word,  the 
same  is  a  perfect  man,  and  able  also  to 
bridle  the  whole  body 

Behold  we  put  bits  in  the  horses'  mouths, 
that  they  may  obey  us;  and  we  turn  about 
the  whole  body. 

Behold  also  the  ships,  which  though  they 
be  so  great,  and  are  driven  bv  fierce  winds, 
yet  they  are  turned  about  with  a  very  small 
helm,  withersoever  the  govenor  listeth. 

Even  so  the  tongue  is  a  little  member, 
and  boasteth  great  things.  Behold,  how 
great  a  matter  a  little  fire  kindleth! 

An  the  tongue  is  a  fire,  a  world  of 
iniquitv:  so  is  the  tongue  among  our  mem- 
bers, that  it  defileth  the  whole  body,  and 
setteth  on  fire  the  course  of  nature;  and  it 
is  set  on  fire  of  hell. 

For  every  kind  of  beasts,  and  of  birds, 
and  of  servants,  and  of  things  in  the  sea,  is 
tamed,  and  hath  been  tamed  of  mankind: 

But  the  tongue  can  no  man  tame;  it  is 
unrulv  evil,  full  of  deadly  poison. 

Therewith  bless  we  God,  even  the  Father: 
and  therewith  curse  we  men.  which  are 
made  after  the  similitude  of  God. 


Out  of  the  mouth  proceedeth  blessings 
and  cursing.  My  brethren,  these  things 
ought  not  so  to  be. 

Doth  a  fountain  send  forth  at  the  same 
place  sweet  water  and  bitter? 

Can  a  fig  tree,  my  brethren,  bear  olive 
berries?  either  a  vine,  figs?  So  can  no 
fountain  yield  salt  water  and  fresh." 
(James  3:  2-12.) 

The  Scribes  and  Pharisees  sought  to 
criticize  the  disciples  because  they  did  not 
wash  their  hands  before  eating.  The 
Saviour  reproved  them  for  their  disregard 
for  the  true  meaning  of  the  commandments 
of  God.  Then  he  turned  to  the  multitude, 
and  calling  them  to  him  he  said: 

"...  Hear,  and  understand: 

Not  that  which  goeth  into  the  mouth 
defileth  a  man;  but  that  which  cometh  out 
of  the  mouth,  this  defileth  a  man. 

Then  came  his  disciples,  and  said  unto 
him,  Knowest  thou  that  the  Pharisees  were 
offended,  after  they  heard  this  saying? 

But  he  answered  and  said.  Every  plant, 
which  my  heavenly  Father  hath  not 
planted,  shall  be  rooted  up. 

Let  them  alone:  they  be  blind  leaders  of 
the  blind.  And  if  the  blind  lead  the  blind, 
both  shall  fall  into  the  ditch. 

Then  answered  Peter  and  said  unto  him, 
Declare  unto  us  this  parable. 

And  Jesus  said,  Are  ye  also  yet  without 
understanding? 

Do  not  ye  yet  understand,  that  what- 
soever entereth  in  at  the  mouth  goeth  into 
the  belly,  and  is  cast  out  into  the  draught? 

But  those  things  which  proceed  out  of 
the  mouth  come  forth  from  the  heart;  and 
they  shall  defile  the  man. 

(Matt.  15:  10-18.) 

And  again  Jesus  said: 

"...  out  of  the  abundance  of  the  heart 
the  mouth  speaketh. 

A  good  man  out  of  the  good  treasures  of 
the  heart  bringeth  forth  good  things:  and 
an  evil  man  out  of  evil  treasure  bringeth 
forth  evil  things. 

But  I  say  unto  you.  That  every  idle  word 
that  men  shall  speak,  they  shall  give  ac- 
count thereof  in  the  day  of  judgment. 

For  by  thy  words  thou  shalt  be  justified, 
and  by  thv  words  thou  shalt  be  con- 
demned." (Matt.  12:  34-37.) 

The  tongue  can  be  an  instrument  for 
good  or  evil.  That  depends  upon  how  we 
use  if.  And  the  way  we  use  it  will  be 
determined  by  the  intents  of  our  heart. 
These  we  can  control  and  develop  if  we  will 
try.  And  if  our  efforts  are  in  earnest  the 
Lord  will  help  us.  (Cont.  on  page  107)

1  HE  strength  I  need  on  this  occasion, 
my  brothers  and  sisters,  must  come  from 
your  faith  and  prayers  in  my  behalf.  I 
plead  with  you  not  to  forsake  me.  It  is 
very  difficult  for  me  to  talk  to  a  congrega- 
tion which  is  not  within  the  range  of  my 
vision,  but  this  morning  I  would  like  to  be 
oblivious  to  your  presence  here  in  the 
Tabernacle,  and  to  speak  to  those  of  us 
who  live  way  out  on  the  periphery  of  our 
great  Church.  I  have  been  impressed  with 
a  desire  to  do  this  since  listening  to  the  re- 
marks of  President  Stover  last  night.  I 
would  like  to  talk  to  you  people  in  Great 
Britain,  in  the  Scandinavian  countries,  in 
Holland,  in  Germany,  Czechoslovakia, 
France,  Switzerland,  Austria,  Palestine, 
South  Africa,  the  South  American  nations, 
those  who  dwell  within  the  great  Poly- 
nesian triangle  in  the  Pacific,  and  to  those 
fine  people,  few  in  number,  in  the  far-oT 
Orient. 

I  would  like  to  say  to  you  that  I  know 
that  in  your  hearts  this  day  there  is  a  long- 


ing to  be  here  at  the  hub  of  this  great 
Church,  a  longing  which  you  cannot  realize; 
and  in  a  sense  I  am  pleased  that  you  do 
not  have  that  desire  fulfilled.  You  are 
needed  where  you  are.  You  know,  as  we 
know,  that  this  world  is  in  need  of  a  new 
birth  of  freedom,  and  that  a  new  birth  of 
freedom  cannot  come  without  a  new  birth 
of  righteousness;  and  that  you  in  your  far- 
flung  areas,  away  from  this  hub  of  Zion, 
are  the  leaven  of  righteousness.  This  will 
be  the  seed,  we  pray  to  God,  which  will 
bear  fruit  and  bring  back  to  this  depressed 
and  sordid  world  the  freedom  for  which 
we  all  so  earnestly  pray. 

You  have  been  great  in  your  contribu- 
tions to  this  nation  and  to  this  Church.  You 
will  read  in  the  reported  sermons  delivered 
from  this  pulpit  that  this  land  is  choice 
above  all  other  lands.  It  is  only  choice  be- 
cause from  your  shores  have  come  your 
great,  your  humble,  and  your  God-fearing 
men  and  women,  and  they  have  brought 
from  your  shores  the  fundamental  concepts 
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which  made  it  possible  for  the  birth  of  the 
greatest  paladium  of  human  liberty  that 
was  ever  written  by  the  hand  of  man— the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States.  And  I 
want  you  to  know  that  greater  than  that 
has  been  your  contribution  to  the  building 
up  of  Zion  and  her  borders. 

You  in  Great  Britain, have  contributed  to 
the  leadership  of  this  Church  as  has  no 
other  nation.  In  the  veins  of  those  who 
have  presided  over  this  modern  kingdom, 
your  blood  courses.  In  Scandinavia,  your 
contribution  has  been  great  and  magnifi- 
cent. You  have  contributed  prophets,  seers, 
and  revelators.  In  Germany  you  have  con- 
tributed great  educators,  great  Saints,  and 
to  all  in  those  faraway  areas,  I  will  say, 
great  is  our  debt  to  you  for  that  which  you 
have  contributed. 

We  encourage  you  to  stay  where  you  are 
because  you  are  needed  "there,  where  the 
light  is  going  out,  and  we  say  to  you:  Stay 
close  together;  attend  your  meetings  regu- 
larly, even  though  your  numbers  may  be 
limited  by  law  to  four  or  to  two;  stay  to- 
gether. Renew  your  covenants  with  God 
by  partaking  of  the  sacrament,  and  I  tell 
you  that  you  cannot  have  your  lights  dark- 
ened because  this  work  cannot  be  blacked 
out  by  the  legislation  of  man.  They  may 
close  your  chapels;  they  may  deny  you  the 


right  to  assemble  in  worship;  but  behind 
your  own  doors  you  have  the  priesthood  of 
God;  and  in  your  homes  where  the  priest- 
hood of  God  exists,  there  is  Zion.  And  to 
you  whose  lives  are  committed  to  righteous- 
ness, I  say  unto  you,  You  are  Zion. 

To  you  in  South  Africa,  you  who  have 
never  had  a  visit  from  one  of  the  leaders 
of  this  Church,  I  know  that  your  prayers 
will  one  day  be  answered.  To  you  in  South 
America  who  are  strugeli"*?  t0  B"i'd  vour- 
selves  into  a  rr.ighly  people  on  that  great 
continent,  which  is  precious  in  the  eyes  of 
God,  I  say,  be  strong.  To  you  in  the  isles  of 
the  sea,  I  say  unto  you  ,were  it  not  for  you, 
I  would  not  be  standing  here  this  day.  To 
you  in  New  Zealand,  and  when  I  speak  to 
you  I  speak  to  all  those  who  dwell  on  those 
beautiful  isles,  were  it  not  for  you,  im- 
planting within  my  heart  as  a  seventeen- 
year-old  boy  you  simple  faith,  your  know- 
ledge of  God,  your  demonstration  that  the 
veil  between  God  and  man  can  be  very, 
very  thin,  I  wouldn't  be  standing  here  to- 
day at  the  hub  of  Zion,  speaking  to  you 
way  down  under,  in  this  capacity.  This  is 
not  my  calling  alone,  you  good  Maori 
people;  this  is  yours. 

You  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands  who  have 
had  come  to  your  shores  missionaries,  one 
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only  ill  his  sixteenth  year,  who  later  be- 
came the  leader  of  this  Church,  a  noble 
prophet,  seer,  and  revelator:  I  tell  you  that 
on  that  island  of  Maui  where  he  and  Presi- 
dent George  Q.  Cannon  had  their  great 
theophanies  and  experiences,  there  is  a 
spirit  and  an  atmosphere,  which  I  have  felt 
nowhere  else  in  all  the  world. 

To  you  in  Tahiti,  who  were  the  first  in 
the  isles  of  the  sea  to  receive  the  gospel  in 
this  dispensation,  my  heart  goes  out.  For 
more  than  a  hundred  years  you  have  been 
listening  to  this  message  of  regeneration. 
You  have  contributed  of  your  tithes  and 
your  offerings,  your  widow's  mite,  and  not 
one  of  you  has  yet  come  to  a  temple  of  God. 
You  are  worthy.  God  will  reward  you  for 
your  faithfulness  and  devotion.  His  princi- 
ples are  eternal,  and  in  His  kingdom  and 
His  presence,  that  which  you  have  been 
denied  in  this  life  will  be  added  unto  you. 
Great  has  been  your  contribution  to  the 
building  up  of  this  Church. 

Australia,  the  great  continent  down 
under,  there  where  our  people  are  scattered 
over  such  a  vast  area,  how  great  has  been 
your  contribution!  During  the  war  years, 
when  you  were  without  missionaries  from 
Zion,  your  leadership  rose  up  and  magnifi- 
cently carried  on.  And  there  sits  among  the 
councils  of  the  Church  this  day  one  of  those 
missionaries  who  went  to  your  shores  many 
years  ago  and  whose  testimony  was 
strengthened  by  you  until  it  became  an 
anchor  to  his  faith.  God  bless  you  for  this 
great  contribution. 

You  in  faraway  Japan  were  left  alone  for 
many  years,  but  there  had  been  implanted 
in  your  hearts  a  testimony  of  the  restored 
gospel,  and  when  the  way  was  opened  up 
for  the  missionaries  to  return  to  you,  they 
found  you,  though  small  in  number  and  in 
membership,  still  faithful  and  devoted  and 
loyal.  You  at  Hiroshima,  where  was  felt 
the  death  blow  of  the  first  atom  bomb,  and 
where  soon  after  you  raised  the  sign  which 
should  be  an  ensign  unto  the  world,  not 
written  in  your  language,  but  in  the 
language  all  nations  understand,  the  Eng- 
lish language,  "No  more  Hiroshimas."  If 
all  men  could  write  in  their  hearts  the 
words  of  that  sign  which  now  stands  over 
the  place  where  that  atom  bomb  exploded, 
peace  would  return  to  the  earth  and  dwell 
regnant  in  the  hearts  of  all  men.  You  have 
contributed  much  to  the  building  up  of  this 
kingdom  and  could  you  hear  my  words,  I 
could  tell  you  that  there  sks  before  me  now 
one  who  is  at  the  head  of  one  of  our  great 
institutions  of  learning  who  spent  a  num- 


ber of  years  among  you,  who  partook  of 
your  spirit,  who  knows  you  as  an  indus- 
trious people,  who  knows  that  in  your 
land,  there  are  no  weeds;  and  I  know  that 
much  that  actuates  him  in  his  purpose  in 
instilling  within  the  hearts  and  souls  of  the 
youngsters  of  this  community,  a  knowledge 
of  things  which  are  true,  he  received  under 
your  influence. 

To  you  in  faraway  China  I  say:  Keep  the 
faith,  be  valiant;  you  will  not  be  forgotten, 
and  one  day  the  missionaries  will  return 
to  you.  Yours  is  a  light  shining  in  dark- 
ness. Keep  it  burning,  and  the  Father  of  us 
all  will  bless  you. 

God  bless  you  people  out  in  these  areas  of 
the  earth.  And  I  testify  to  you  that  much 
strength  comes  from  you  to  us,  and  if  you 
remain  strong  where  you  are,  we  will  not 
become  weak  here  at  the  hub.  In  your 
hours  of  need,  we  will  do  our  best.  We  will 
keep  our  storehouses  bulging  with  the 
necessities  of  life,  and  when  you  need  them, 
the  freight  cars  will  be  loaded,  and  the 
ships1  bottoms  will  be  filled,  and  we  will 
send  that  over  to  you  which  you  need.  And 
we  say  to  you,  and  I  speak  for  all,  that 
where  there  is  no  power,  where  there  are 
no  facilities,  where  there  is  no  programme 
to  save  you  materially  as  well  as  spirit- 
ually, there  is  no  power  of  God  unto  salva- 
tion. We  will  not  fail  you  spiritually  nor 
materially. 

And  I  leave  my  witness  with  you  with  in 
all  of  your  fair  lands,  that  I  know  that  God 
loves  you.  He  will  attend  you  and  that 
which  you  do  not  hear  as  we  speak  in  our 
great  conferences  in  Salt  Lake  City,  you 
do  hear  in  your  humble  cottage  meetings, 
wherever  they  may  be,  or  in  your  rented 
halls  which  may  reek  with  stale  tobacco 
smoke,  and  which  have  been  cleared  of 
empty  flasks  and  beer  bottles  the  night 
before.  Those  same  testimonies  you  bear, 
and  I  believe  that  I  can  say  to  you  on  be- 
half of  most  of  my  brethren  that  that  which 
we  have  experienced  in  life  which  makes 
it  possible  for  us  to  stand  here  and  address 
you  as  special  witnesses,  we  received  in  our 
associations  with  you  as  young  mis- 
sionaries. And  again  to  you  in  New  Zea- 
land I  say:  Because  of  you,  because  of  your 
kindliness,  vour  humility,  vour  patience, 
your  great  faith.  I  can  stand  here  and  say 
that  I  know  that  God  lives,  and  because  of 
you.  I  am  a  special  witness  of  his  Son.  All 
power  be  to  you,  and  God  bless  you  for- 
ever, and  bless  us  all,  I  pray  in  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ.    Amen. 
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GENEALOGY    MESSAGE 

rpHIS  is  the  dispensation  of  the    Fulness    of    Times.     All    things 
pertaining  to  the  Kingdom  of  our  God,  have  been  restored.    One 
of  the  most  important  of  these  is  vicarious  work  for  the  dead. 

Every  member  of  the  Church  is  responsible  for  his  or  her 
ancestors.  The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  has  said,  "The  greatest 
responsibility  in  this  world  that  God  has  laid  upon  us,  is  to  seek  after 
our  dead."  Why  is  this  such  a  grave  responsibility?  For  two  reasons. 
First,  because  we  cannot  enter  into  the  perfect  life  without  our  worthy 
dead  who  have  not  been  blessed  as  we  have  with  the  Gospel.  Second, 
because  they  who  have  lived  worthy  lives,  but  in  darkness,  because  the 
Gospel  did  not  come  to  them  in  the  flesh,  are  also  heirs  to  Salvation. 

Those  Saints  who  neglect  it,  on  behalf  of  their  deceased  relatives, 
do  so  at  the  peril  of  their  own  salvation.  We  are  taught  that  the  dead, 
who  have  not  been  baptized  and  therefore  do  not  have  the  blessings 
of  the  Gospel  are  denied  certain  privileges;  this  denial  is  spoken  of 
as  being  in  the  "prison  house."  Christ  opened  the  prison  door  to  those 
who  had  not  heard  the  Gospel,  made  it  possible  for  them  to  be  taught 
the  truth  and  to  receive  relief  through  repentance.  These  privileges 
are  now  granted  to  the  dead  and  the  responsibility  is  upon  us.  If  the 
veil  could  be  parted  and  we  could  see  the  world  of  spirits,  we  would 
likely  discover  many  among  them  anxiously  praying  and  hoping  that 
their  day  of  deliverance  was  near. 

How  long  are  you  going  to  leave  your  ancestors  in  their  prison 
house?  Are  you  fully  aware  of  the  responsibility  that  is  yours? 
Procrastination  of  this  great  work  brings  condemnation  on  our  own 
heads.
